Charles D. Hildebrand, the “refornmred ouflaw,” 
died at Nellie Hunter's house in Evansville after 
an illness of several weeks of typhoid pneu- 
monia. Hildebrand, according to his own state- 
ment, commenced his career of crime while very 
young. He was born somewhere in the West, 
and lost his parents at an early age. He was 
stolen by an old gypsy hag and sold to a 
gang of thieves, who, trained him in the 
arts of crime, in Which life he con- 
tinued until he became one of the most 
noted criminals of the West. He was for a num- 
ver of years a member of Quuntrell’s band of 

errillas, taking an active part in many of their 
daring raids. After the close of the War he con- 
nec himself with the James boys’ gang. and, 
it is said, took an active part in the Gepeodetiqns 
made by them. During his career of crime ‘he 
was captured on a number of occasions, convict 
eg, and sentenced to the penitentiary. He 
was about 49 years of age, and had spent 
about twenty years in State prisons. On 
one occasion’ the vigilantes put a rope 
around his neck and were hauling him up 
to a limb when a builet from some unknown 
man cut the ropé, and before they could recover 
from their surprise he was carried away on the 
back of a charger. Hildebrand was at one time 
married to Sallie Davis, who kept a disreputable 
house in Evansville, but who died last November 
in Troy, N. V. The wife Hildebrand referred to 
as having brought about his reform was not the 
Davis woman, but is said to be now living in De- 
troit, Mich.

LABOR NEWS. 


End of the Silk-Dyers’ Strike. 

New Yor«, March 28.—([Special.}—The silk- 
dyers of Paterson. who have been ona strike 
since Feb. 8 last, went to work this morning, 
and all who could be employed were taken back. 
It is expected that the entire 1,700 men will be at 
work before the week is out. Several of the 
mills. which had been compelled to shut down 
for want of dyed silk, have given notice that they 
je be opened tomorrow morning.. The 
committee who ordered and man- 
aged the strike declare that they 
have gained by the move. The employers say 
that the new schedule will give the men a chance 
to earn more than thatin operation during the 
last year, which was prepared by a committee of 
Knights of Labor who knew nothing of the busi- 
ness. Itis estimated that the dyers have lost 
$150,000 in wages by the strike. e other silk 
operatives thrown out of work have lost $900.000, 
and the loss to the business interests of Paterson 
will amount to fully as much more. 


No Cotton Handled in New Orleans. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., March 28.—The opposing 
totton councils have failed to agree. No cotton 
can be moved, as the new council, which is on a 
strike, embraces in its organization a class of 
skilled labor which cannot be dispensed with in 
handling the stable and which cannot be re- 
placed. At a late nour Saturday the various 
weighers and reweighers and classers received 
written notices from their employers, the factors 
and buyers, that they should report for work as. 
usual this morning, otherwise their services 
would be dispensed with. The notice, however, 
had no effect, as the weighers. reweighers, and 
classers feel certain that their places cannot be 
filled. The old Cotton-Men’s Council stands firm 
in its refusal to disband and join the new coun- 
cil. and the situation is serious. While the 
trouble continues no cotton can be shipped or 
sold and the trade is paralyzed.

ONE THREE-YEAR TERM FOR MAYOR. 

A movement is on foot at Springfield de- 
signed to make tne Mayor of Chicago ineligi- 
ble to reélection as his own successor, but to 
‘increase the term to three years. The orig- 
inal idea, probably, was to make an end of 
Harrisonian self-perpetuation, but the fact 


that the immediate occasion of the bill no 
longer exists should not prevent its passage. 


Entirely independent of any personal or spe- 


cial application of it, the one-term principle 


18 a good one, especially in connection with 


the Mayoralty of a great city. However good 


an officer he may prove to be, every Chief Ex- 


ecutive of this city should step down and out 


at the end of his term and not be eligible toa 
reélection until the office has been filled by 
some one else. Should his successor die 
or the office for any reason become va- 
cant he should be eligible; but there should 
be a hiatus, long or short, between terms. 
This is the rule now as regards City, County, 
and State Treasurers, aud also Sheriff, and 
it works satisfactorily. But the term of the 
Mayor should be extended from two to three 
years, thus affording ample time to attest his 
fitness and utilize his official experience. It 
takes a new Mayor one year to become 
thoroughly acquainted with the duties of his 
office, and two years more are not much. 

One term of six years for President was 
adopted originally by the framers of the 
National Constitution, but, unfortunately, it 
was reconsidered, and the final decision was 
to make the term four years and no restric- 
tion on réélection. The patriotic example of 
George Washington established a precedent 
against more than two terms which has had 
the force of law, thus counteracting somewhat 
the evil of the mistake. It is now some sixty 
years since Gen. Jackson made an earnest 
and convincing argument for the one-term 
plan. He repeated it over and over again 


Im his annual messages, as have several of 


his successors. It is equally notable that 
‘néarly all of his successors either served 
a second term, as he himself did, 
or tried to do so. The teniptation seems to 
be greater thaa human nature can stand. 
The only way to prevent an administration, 
be the scale large or small, from resolving 
itself into a self- machine is to 

put the veto of law upon the practice. If the 
Chief Executive himself does net actively 
promote his own fenomination his appointees 
naturally do, and it comes to much the same 
thing. Already Cleveland has commenced 
figuring for a renomination, and is thus be- 


coming merely the head of a faction of the 


Democratic party, and from now forward he 
will trim and scheme. and make all his ap- 
pointments with mat end in view. He win 
no longer be an independent Executive, act- 

ing for the good of the whole people or even 
for the interests of a whole party, but for the 
faction of a party which espouses his reélec- 
tion. The same thing happens in the May- 


oralty of a great city whenaman occupies 
the Executive chair who loves political power 


and henchmen's flattery. 
It the proposed one-term act had been in 


operation when Mr. Harrison became Mayor 


it would have saved him all the odium which 
has now reached its culmination, and the City 
of Chicago would have been spared a long 


| series of misgovernment. Criminal immor- 


ality could not then have allied itself with 
the City-Hall, purchasing immunity by con- 
tributing votes and money to keep a set of 
officeholaers in power. Harrison’s first term 
was his best, and had he retired at the end of 
his third year, instead of holding on through 
four terms and ignominiously trying to 
a fifth, he would have gone back to private 
life with honor and credit, especially if he 
had known from the first that he could only 
have one continuous term of three years. 

The truth is that every Chief Executive, 
whether President, Governor, or Mayor, is 
originally a Samson. If he were not excep- 
tionally strong in the confidence of his party 
he could not be nominated, and if his party 
were not strong in the confidence of the peo- 
ple he could not be elected. Political his- 
tory shows that ambition to retain the posi- 
tion secured is his Delilah. Carter Harrison 
is by no means the first or most prominent 
example of an Executive ending his career by 
pulling the temple down upon himself “ and 
all the lords therein.” Van Buren and 
Buchanan both did it, each in his own way, 
but both as effectually if not quite so igno- 
miniously as this Our modern instance. 

The present is @ peculiarly fayprable time 
to effect reform herein for Chicago. In a 
week from today a new Mayor will be elected, 
and unless all signe fail John A. Roche, the 
unanimous choice of the Republican City 
Convention, will be chosen. The General 
Assembly is Republican, and the proposed 
reform can be en without justifying any 
charge of partisan unfriendliness. The 
measure can be considered and passed on its 
merits and this city thus guaranteed perma- 
nently against any second Harrigonian ré- 
gime.. 


- THE OCEAN RACE. 

The ocean race between the schooner yachts 
Coronet and Dauntless is settled in favor of 
the former, the Coronet having made the 
passage in 14 days 9 hours 3 minutes and 14 
seconds. The Dauntless arrived 23 hours be- 
hind her, which would make her time 15 days 
18 hours 3 minutes and !4 seconds if tte time 
is correctly reported. We are as yet without 
the complete details of the Dauntless’ pas- 
sage, which may explain the reasons of her 
defeat. The Coronet’s log shows that she 
sailed 2,949 milos, 291.5 miles being her best 
and 38.8 miles her slowest day’s work. 
Neither yacht came up to the record of pre- 
’ vious races, where more miles have been 
sailed in fewer hours. In the first Atlantic 
race the Henrietta sailed 3,106 miles in 18 
days 21 hours and 55 minutes; the Fleetwing, 
8,135 miles in 14 days 6 hours and 10 minutes; 
and the Vesta, 3,144 miles in 14 days 6 hours 
and 50 minutes. The relative disproportion 
between these racers and the Coronet and 
Dauntless, however, is explained by the 
storminess of the passage. The Coronet en- 
countered severe gales, some of them of dan- 
gerous fierceness to so small a craft, and dur- 
ing two days of her time, unable to beat in 
the furious tempests, she ve substantially 
at a standstill. 

Of course the Dauntless must have en- 
countcred the same gules, and she may have 
had to meet even heavier wind and seas, 
though they were sailing substantially the 
same course. Thus it is that even on the 
Same course an ocean race of 3,000 miles, | 


more or less, is never a satisfactory test of 


the speed of yachts. If they had taken dif- 
ferent courses, one northerly and the other 
, Southerly, it would have been no test at all. 
Even on the same the chances of accident 


are so numerous and the conditions are 80 
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the way of a fair decision as to the 
swiftness of the two yachts. That 
both vessels of which the country may be 
proud isevidenced by their making, in the 
face of an unusually stormy passage, what 
used to be considered good steamer time. 
Both the Coronet and the Dauntless will 
now remain on tne other side to take part in 


the Queen's jubilee races around the British 
Island. In these races the fleet will be 


matched on something like equal terms. 
They will always be in sight of land and will 
have no very uncertain problem of wind, 
tides, or currents to encounter. Every mile 
ot the course and its conditions will be pretty 
well known. It will be a fairer test of the 
qualities of the two schooners, but, besides 
this, there is good ground for anticipating 
that both of them will show clean heels to 
the British flyers. Meanwhile the gallaat 


“Mayflower is going over to rescue some cups 


won in past yeats by the Britishers and bring 
them home again; and, unless she is handi- 
capped by conditions which make it im possi- 
ble for her to enter, she may be relied upon 
to do her work. She will meet the crack 
English yacht Arrow, and this race will be 
the really exciting event of the season of 
1887. All things being even there is not a 
cutter afloat that can beat the centre-board 
Mayfiower or Puritan. 


THE DOCTRINE OF LAND CONFISCATION. 

There was a time in the history of every 
one of the civilized peoples of today when the 
whole land belonged to the sort of government 
that existed, which generally consisted of one 
man. In the earlier phases of their history 
this one-man power only controlled a small 
extent of territory, and he was the chief of a 
tribe or clan. As continued fighting between 
these little Powers resuited in the subjuga- 
tion of the weaker ones the territorial limits 
of the stronger ones were enlarged, and ulti- 
mately it became necessary to divide the 
land up into sub-areas, each of which was 
held under the tenure of military service to 


the chief. 


We need only look back about 200 years to 
find such a condition of affairs in what is 
now the United States, and a few more cent- 
uries will cover the period that has elapsed 
since every one of the countries. of Europe 
was in the same fix. The land was worth 
very little in each and every case, and the 
reason therefor is not far to seek. It is to be 


found in the fact that there was no security 


that the worker upon the land would obtain 
a profitable return for his labor. There was 
no inducement to erect other buildings than 
castles and churches or to till the soil volun- 
tarily beyond what was absolutely required 
to fend off imminent danger of starvation. 
But the permission to choose was accorded in 
very few cases. The laborers in the field or 
the workshop were little better than slaves, 
and toiled only as they were forced to do so 
at the bidding of men whose power over their 
persons and lives was little short of absolute. 
None of them had any chance of bettering 
their condition except that which seemed to 
be offered by a successful revolt, a failure in 
which was almost certain and involved death 
by wholesale. The utter absence of that 
stimulus to exertion which is given by the 
hope of acquiring property and of being able 
to hold it kept the lower classes mn a state 
of mental degradation for many centuries, 
and it was only when such stimulus was fur- 
nished that the process of real civilization 
began. 

To accept and act on the land teachings of 
Henry George would be to go a long way back 
towards the conditions of semi-barbarism 
from which the race has slowly and painfully 
emerged by virtue of the recognition of the 


right of every man to earn for himself a pos- 


session and have a reasonable assurance that 
the community will protect him in its enjoy- 
mert. The rate of human progress towards 
civilization has been accurately measured by 
the greater or less reluctance with which was 
conceded the rightto gain andenjoy and 
transmit. Itis precisely because this right 
has been conceded in the United States more 
freely and more fully than in the older coun- 


tries of Europe that the workingman finds 


here the highest plane of civilization and the 
best opportunities for rising to a position of 
comparative independence by the exercise of 
brain and muscle in honest endeavor to bet- 
ter his circumstances. It is precisely for 
this reason that the great majority of the 
5,000,000 farmers in the United States own 
their lands in whole or in part, and that a 
large proportion of the toilers in workshop 
and factory live in theirown homes. It is 
this which makes the proportion of owners 
to rent-payers so vastly much larger here 
than in any of the countries of Europe, To 
accept the teachings of Henry George would 
be to voluntarily relinquish all this, to sink 
atvonce not only to the level of the Old World 
but very far below it, and to give up a very 
large part of all that which makes. life worth 
living for. 

The teachings referred to deserve a double 
censure when it is sought to introduce them 
into this country. They are all wrong as ap- 
plied to the facts which obtain across the 
Atlantic, though the systems of land tenure 
in force there are open to vital objection. 
But the attempt to introduce them in this 
country can only be made by a man who is 
either truth-blind or deplorably ignorant of 
the facts above alluded to, or both. It were 
chafitable to suppose ignorance in the case 
of the present apostie of the doctrine of uni- 
versal land confiscation to the State; but it 
may not be unfair to hint that his efforts are 
a result of mental aberration akin to that 
which, when the mental twist takes another 
turn, fills our lunatic asylums, or that he is 
what a United States court has decided it 1s 
legal to call a man—‘“‘acrank.” Georgeism 
on the land question is the worst kind of 
crankery. 


THE RAILROADS AND THE DRUMMERS. 
It is rather suggestive to contrast the ac- 
tion of the railroad officials in raising com- 


mercial travelers’ rates 25 per cent with the 


agreement to continue the issuance of passes 
to the families of railway employés. In the 
one instance the law is strictly construed as 
against outsiders, while in the otner it is 
“liberally and beneficially expounded” as 
respects railway employés, although there 
seems no reason whatever why the same rule 
of interpretation and action should not have 
been observed in both cases. 

The Inter-State Commerce act permits the 
issuance of passes to officers and employés ” 
of railroads, and it is not altogether clear 
how this language can be stretched so as to 
include the families and relations of persons 
in railroad employ. However, this is not a 
serious matter, and while the interpretation 
put on the pass section of the law 
seems rather strained the roads doubt- 
legs feel that they can safely enough 
continue the present practice of giv- 
ing free carriage to the families of em- 
ployés until they are admonished by the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission not to do 
0 longer. Undoubtedly this will be a safe 
policy. The Inter-State Commerce act re- 
quires that when the Commissioners discover 
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boncerned . to cease and desist 
railroad refuses to obey this order that it be- 
Supposing 


of the pass section, the matter wil) neverthe- 
less rest where it is until some one makes a 
complaint, and then if the Commissioners 
rule against the railroads the latter will be 
admonished to “ ceasé and desist” from the 
unauthorized issuance of passes, and by ren- 
dering prompt obedience to such order they 
will avoid all punishment. 


Granting, for the sake of the illustration, 


all the railroads have ever claimed as to a 
doubt about the issuance of 1.00 0-mile tickets 
under the new law, why don’t they follow 
the policy adopted in dealing with passes to 
the families of employés? Why not continue 
selling tickets to commercial travelers at the 
ola rates until ordered by the commission to 
“ cease and desist ’’ from such practice? If 
there is a doubt why not give the benefit of 
it to such heavy patrons as the commercial 
travelers, especially as in so doing the rail- 
roads will run no risk of incurring penalties 
and will certainly avoid any loss of revenues? 
Is it good railroad policy to strain the law 80 
as to produce an alleged difficulty and then 
insist on deciding it against the interest of 
patrons and in advance of a ruling by the 
commission? Are the roads unwilling to 
trust the mileage-ticket question to the de- 
cision of the commission? Is it supposed 


that by jumping mileage rates 25 per cent | 


above the charges found profitable heretofore 
the ruling of the ee can be fore - 
stalled ?? 

The contradictory i BE ofthe policies 
adopted by the railroads im the instances 
cited above is the more apparent because the 
language used in the law referring to passes 
suggests ‘no doubt that the families of em- 
ployés are excluded, while the issuance of 


mileage tickets to constant travelers at re- 


duced rates is expressly permitied. To strain 
the lawone way when it affects the travel- 
ing public, and stretch it the other when it 
touches the railroads or their employés, will 
not do. The roads should reconsider the 
action taken in regard to commercial tray- 
lers’ tickets and restore the old rates pend- 
ing the action of the commission, or, better 
still, adjust the matter tothe satisfaction of 
everybody concerned and to the advantage 
of the roads themselves by selling 1,000-mile 
tickets good for three months to all purchas- 
ers for $20. If the railroads persist in their 
present stand the mileage-ticket question 
will not be foreclosed, but will be one of the 
first to go before the commission, and the 
80,000 commercial travelers with the mer- 
chants and manufacturers behind them will 
attack the 25 per cent increase as unreason- 
able and extortionate, and the chances are 
that the courts will so hold. 


FARMS GROWING SMALLER. 

Henry George’s favorit assertion is that 
the tendency is to fewer real-estate owners, 
fewer farm proprietors, and larger landed es- 
tates—in other words, towards a monopoly of 
land. Hence his scheme of land confiscation 
and rental to State tenants in limited quanti- 
ties. But the tendency in America is not, as 
George tries to make it appear, towards land 
monopoly and fewer owners, but, just the 
contrary, towards greater distribution. 
Death is a great distributer. It counteracts 
all the agency of land absorption. The cen- 
sus reports bear ample testimony on this 
point. The subdivision of land has more 
than kept pace with the increase of popula- 
tion. In 1860 there were 2,044,077 farms iu 
the United States, in 1870 the number had in- 
creased to 2,659,985, and in 1880 the number 
of farms had reached 4,008,907, and by the 
law of averages the number of farms must 
now be close on five millions. This increase 
is only partly caused bythe making of new 
farms in the West, buf is largely due to the 
subdivision of farms in the older States, as 
the following table giving the number of 
farms in the United States, compiled from 
the census report, will show:

Every State, it will be observed, has a 

largely increased number of farms. Old- 

settled States like New York and Connecti- 
cut make an increase of over 10 per cent per 
decade, while States like Iowa and Missouri 
increased in the decade 1870-1880 at the rate 
of 60 per cent.

Kansas was more than quaarupled in the 


same time, and the number of farms in Min- 
nesota doubled. Notwithstanding these facts, 
Mr. George has had the hardihood to say in 
the North American Review: 


The mechanical inventions which are ) revolu- 
tionizing agriculture must give rise to such con- 
centrating tendencies in that industry as similar 
inventions have given rise to in other branches 
of production.

This is both a declaration of a supposed 
fact and a supposed prophecy. It is in direct 
contradiction of a truth which has not es- 
caped Mr. George’s observation; that truth 
is that the census reports show that whereas 
the average size of the American farm in 1870 
was 153 acres in 1880 the average size was 134.

In 
spite of reductions in many quarters, there 
are certain Tory landlords, high in station, 
like Lord Clanricarde and Lord Lansdowne, 
who refuse to make such reductions of rent 
as will enable the tenants to pay 1t, and pro- 
ceed with evictions in the customary brutal 
and summary manner of throwing the im- 
poverished tenants on the highway, and be- 
cause the, Irish tenantry have resisted this 
by every means in their power coercion is 
again threatened and Ireland is to be made a 
Poland, though, as the Pall Mall Gazette says, 
„ Nine-tenths of Ireland are as orderly as 
“England. Outrage except in one or two 


„ well-defined localities is almost unknown. 


“ There is less crime than in England.” 

In less than a score of properties the ten- 
ants have refused to pay rents without re- 
duction, On the Ponsonby estate the ten- 
ants banked their rents, minus one-fourth, 
which was placed in the hands of trustees, 
and then, insolvent and utterly impoverished, 
awaited their fate with equanimity. The 
circumstances attending the incarceration of 
one of these trustees, Father Keller, are al- 
ready well known. The serving of the sum- 
mons for his arrest was attended with tragic 
consequences, and only left the people ina 
more furious state than ever. They are com- 
bining for self-defense on this and other 
estates where no reduction has been granted. 
As the answer to this demand for justice, 
while even the loyal Ulster farmers are ap- 
pealing for relief from their heavy burdens 
and some menof prominent position even are 
opposing the payment of unjust rentals, 
the Government comes forward with 
coercion, before making any effort to 
legislate upon the proposals of its own Land 
Commission. It has no other reply to the ap- 
peal for simple justice than force, which will 
inevitably be followed by further breaches of 
the law. The proposed coercion has nothing 
to do with the enforcement of law. Its only 
purpose is to force the tenants to pay more 
rent than the sale of their entire products 
will bring. That is all there is to it. It is a 
mad, wicked, brutal policy, but it will not 
succeed. Itis drawing the Parnellites and 
Liberals closer together every aay. There 
are signs of dissatisfaction even among the 
Tories themselves. The Union-Liberalist 
leaders may hold out a while longer with true 
mugwump obstinacy, but if they do they 
will soon find that their followers are back 
under Gladstone’s umbrelia again, and 
that in another election they would 
be routed. The sword of coercion 
will not avail as against Ireland. It never 
has of late years, but if drawn it will turn 
and rend those who have drawn it. The 
Bishop of Clonmel in a recent letter stated the 
points very concisely: ‘‘ Whatever the legal 
penalties may be, our present rulers seem to 
forget in their declamations on the observ- 
ance of law that there is something above 
law, and that is justice, and that while cir- 
cumstances may arise (as they have done 
often in this country) that would warrant 
one in disobeying the law, no circumstances 
can ever arise that would justify a man in 
acting in opposition to the plain dictates of 
jus tice.“ The day has passed when even an 
English Government can coerce justice. 


No Farming for George’s Disciples. 

Even were it conceded that Mr. George and 
his friends could make the farms of the Nation 
common rental property, of what use would that 
be to his city followers? They would not till the 
land and pay rent. The work is too hard for 
them. They have no taste or aptitude for farm- 
ing. During the hard times of 1874 and later 
periods, when the city mechanic or artisan found 
itimpossible to find work in the cities, how 
many of them sought free land in the West? 
Dakota, Nebraska, and large tracts of fertile land 
in the Western Territories were then free to set- 
tlement. How many of the unemployed availed 
themselves of the opportunity to possess them- 
selves of this free land? Very few indeed. The 
that u the lands were free tomor- 
row Mr. George's disciples could not be induced 
to farm it. The work is too hard. The heat or 
the cold is too intense. The Connemara peasant, 
who before he came to Chicago did nothing but 
dig and ditch and drain, who never was a day off 
the farm except at the occasional village fair, 
after he has spent a year in the city cannot be in- 
duced to work ona farm. He will tell you that 
he would not take one for a present. Indeed, 
there is a tendency which is not without the ele- 
ments of danger on the part of the sons and 
daughters of American farmers to drift into the 
cities. There is throughout America a general 
disposition towards city life, There arein this 
city and immediately adjoining it thousands of 
acres of fertile land which any man can cultivate 
from year to year by paying a nominal rent for it. 
Fertilizing materia! is close at hand. Chicago is 
one of the greatest vegetable markets in the world. 
Two score of Bridgeport Irishmen have made 
fortunes by growing cabbages on portions of 
this land, but the great bulk of the land lies 
idle. Henry George's land nationalizers would 
starve or beg rather than cultivate it. They pre- 
fer to pack conventions and to touch candidates 
and run or patronize saloons than to cultivate 
land for which they would have to pay rent. The 
fascinations of city life please them better. They 
much prefer the society of their secret labor 
lodges, where they can plot and conspire against 
their employers, order walkouts and boycotts, 
and pass fiery lutions against capital and all 
men who have saved their'surplus earnings. 

Should Henry George and his disciples succeed 
in dispossessing the present owners of the land 
they would not till it themselves. Why, then, 
propose the plunder of the industrious land- 
owner? Why make thinly-veiled threats of force 
and violence to accomplish a “social revolu- 
tion from which the social revolutionists would 
derive no sort of benefit? 


„ In England all eyes are once more turned 
toward Afghanistan,” says a cadlegram, where 
Russia's ceaseless intriguing is to all appear 
ances about to bear fruit which will not have 
pleasant savor in the mouths of Englishmen.

Good Feeling Which Exists Between France 
and Russia. 

Paris, March 28.—A sensation has been 
caused by the publication of a reported con- 
versation between M. Flourens, French Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, and the correspond- 
ent of the Nowe Vremya of St. Petersburg.

The immediate cause of the the aggrava- 
tion of her malady wus the news of the attempt 
on the Czar's life and the consequent unhappy 
situation of the Czarina, The Duchess of 
Cumberland is the youngest daughtcr of 
the King of Denmark, ad sister of 
the Czarina, the Princess of ales, and the 

of Greece. She was born Sept. 2, 1853, and 
was married in December, 1878, to Ernest Au- 
gustus, Duke of Cumberland, the only son of the 
late King of Hanover. She has three daughters 
and two sons. Her husband would be King of 
England had not Victoria been born, provided. 
that is. that his father. who was hated and 
despised by the English, had been allowed to 
succeed hig brother, William IV. Had the Salic 
law railed in 1 as it did in Hanover, 
the late Duke of Cumberland would have suc- 
coded to the throne in spite of the birth of a 
daughter to his elder brother, the Duke of Kent. 
As it wus he only became King of Hanover, and 
his son, the present uke, lost that 
small Kingship owing to Hanover being unnexed 
by Prussia for taking the wrong side in the war 
with Austria in 1866. The Duke's refusal to ac- 
cept the situation also lost him the Duchy of

He resisted small conces- 
sions as Vigorously as he has opposed great 
measures. Ho bolieves in his opinions, and 
that is high praise for a politician in these 
years ia un country. He has told the House 
of Lords the truth, according to enlightened 
Toryism, about itsclf—that the moment the 
Will of the, Nation is distinctly expressed the 
House of Lords cannot oppose it except by 
becoming the 2 ofa faction—a shrewd 
and masterly indication of the only mode by 
which its privileges can be preserved.

RETALIATION UPON CANADA. 


No Prospect that the Fisheries Act Will Be 
Put Into Execution. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 26.—It is now 
practically settled that there is to be no exe- 
cution of the Retaliatory Fisheries act. A

Opportunity Given the Laborer and Me- 
hani to Buy a Home on Weekly or 
Bi-Weekly Payments—Fortanes Which 


Engaged in the Business—Collapse of 

Some of the Organizations During the 

Panic of 1873. | | 

Pirrssvrg, Pa., March 27.— [Special.] — 
The formation of building and loan associa- 
tions in this county is progressing toa re- 
markable degree, the chartering of some new 
association being announced nearly every 


| week. Already there are believed to be one 


hundred of those associations in Allegheny 
County, and in order that their vast array of 
stockholders may exchange ideas on the 
management and compare progress, the es- 
tablishment of a monthly journal has been 
broached. Workingmen are attracted by the 
increased rate of interest offered over that 
paid by savings banks, none of which pay 
over 4 per cent, while the borrowers from 
these associamons are given the opportunity 
of purchasing a home on weekly or bi-weekly 
payments, coupled with the esteemed privilege 
of having a voice in the management of the 
association whose stock they hold. Thus it 
will be perceived serious inroads upon the 
business of savings banks have been made. 

For several years succeeding the panic of 
1878 confidence in the ability of these asso- 
ciations was away below par, and justly, too. 
Dozens had stranded during the panic. Asa 
rule it was due to unwise speculation in rural 
and unimproved lands. Now it is the rule to 
place loans on improved property alone. One 
ofthe agsociations which succumbed as the 
result of unwise speculation was the “‘ Amer- 
ican, “ which included among its officers and 
stockholders some of the most prominent 
business-men in the city, as well as work- 
ingmen and men of small capital. It had a 
land committee whose duty was to purchase 


advice from the stockholders it represented, 
and it was not even required of this com- 
mittee to report its transactions until after 
the actual transfer had been made. As a re- 
sult about fifty acresof suburban property 
was purchased for about $65,000: It was ex- 
pected to realize handsome profits to the 
stockholders and was laid out in town lots, the 
efabryo town being christened with the title 
of 8 This was less than a year be- 
fore the greatcrash inthe financial world 
came and shortly after the formation of the 
association. It was decided to hold an auc- 
tion sale upon the land, which was situated 
about ten miles from the city. The sale was 
extensively prospective wi 
chasers were trea to free railroad rides, 
and, arriving on the unds, partook of a 
generous free lunch. ey found that about 
one-fifth of the property was level farming 
und, while the remainder surrounded it 
n the shape of rocky and wooded pices, 
unfit for human habitation. A few of the 
lotson the level portion were disposed of; 
that is, options of $20 each were given. Two 
weeks later the panic was inaugurated, and 
the would-be purchasers forfeited their op- 
tions. The association could not realize on 
its land and went under. 

Things are differently managed now, how- 
ever, and confidence is restored. But few 
property investments in the name of the as- 
sociation are made, but loans on improved 
al estate in safe proportion te the esti- 
mated value are made. The responsibility 
chiefly lies with the Property mmi 
They must not overvalue pro 
foreclosure sales may at 
amount lo by the association. 

Connection with these associations has 
made small fortunes for some men. A dozen 
years ago John Mooney, who has earned the 
sobriquet of Building and Loan Jack,“ was

A 
princi stockholder in one is Dr. Stucks- 
lager, President of a local bank. The asaocia- 
tion of which he is a member is conducted on 
the serial plan—i.e., an additional block of 


there being a limit to the number in each 
series which can be purchased by an indi- 
vidual stockholder. Dr. Stuckslager invests 
in each series for every member of his fami- 
ly, and for each touches tlie limit. . In one as- 
sociation, the Eureka of Soho, there are two 
bank cashiers and one gssistant bank cash- 
ier. The legal representative of three of 
these associations, and he at one time exam- 
ined titles for eighteen, said today: They 
are confined wholly to manufacturing 
communities, and are unheard of in agri- 
cultural districts. Pennsylvania heads the
